THE ASSOCIATION ROOM. 


Many of the College Associations are pro- 
vided with rooms specially set apart to their 
uses. We trust the time will speedily come 
when all will have them. The importance of 
being thus provided will be suggested by the 
benefits which the literary societies in Colleges 
derive from their halls. The meetings of the

literary society could be held ina lecture room, 
dimly lighted, uncarpeted, and seated with or- 
dinary benches, but what student would coun- 
tenance such a thing? On the contrary the 


| literary society is provided with the most ele- 


gantly furnished room the College affords. 
Brussels carpets and damask curtains, flashing 
chandeliers, easy sofas and cushioned chairs 
are considered indispensable. Why? Be- 
cause such a room attracts the attention of new 
students and visitors, contributes a character 
of respectability and permanence to the organ- 
ization, and affords a cheerful, comfortable 
place in which the fellows can meet. The So- 
ciety Hall is the pride of the College student, 
and he would as soon, yes far rather see one of 
the professorships abolished than witness the 
| downfall of his society. Around it are entwined 
the affections of the Alumni so closely that time 
cannot sever them. On their annual pilgrimage 
| to Alma Mater the ‘‘old hall” is the first place 
visited, and the memories there rekindled are 
| the warmest. 
| Now we appeal to Christian students whether 
| the object of the College Young Men's Christian 
| Association does not render it deserving of the 
appliance of every means which will contribute 
to make it one of the most attractive and per- 
manent organizations in College? Don’t ex- 
| pect men who have little interest in spiritual 
things to find anything especially attractive in 
}an old lecture room, where the fire has gone 
| out, the only light a lamp whose chimney is 
| rarely cleaned, hard benches and a blackboard; 
| every spot of the room suggesting some well 
| executed College joke or a “flunk” in recita- 
tion, and a severe and well deserved reprimand 
| flung from behind the Professorial desk. 

On the contrary, secure with the co-operation 
| of the Faculty, which will be cheerfully given 
| if possible, a pleasant room, not so large that 
/an ordinary sized meeting will only fill a 
corner, nor so small but that all the students 

can be packedin. Carpet the floor, adorn the 
| whitewashed, papered, or calcimined wall with 
| mottoes and pictures. Furnish the room with 
in preference to 


| comfortable seats, chairs 
benches. Have a cabinet organ if possible. See 
| that the room is heated and well lighted. An 
icy atmosphere and smoking lamp have frozen 
and choked the enthusiasm of many a meet- 
ing. 
| Do you ask how can we raise the money to 
| carry out such an extravagant plan? The plan 
is not extravagant. It won't cost any more 
than thirty or forty energetic men can easily 
raise. 
How can the means be raised ? 
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First, let each man contribute what he can. 
Second, get the Faculty to subscribe to the 
fund. Third, let each member agree to raise a 
specified amount by appealing to his parents, 
to the church at home, or toa friend. Depend 
upon it, 
mother or your pastor will never be more read- 
ily aroused than when appealed to in behalf of 
a cause whose object is the spiritual culture of 
the boys at college. 


We make the above suggestions, believing | 


such a room to be a means of grace in College 
whose influence cannot be overestimated.
